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New U.S. gold rush on way 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - America’s 
third gold rush begins this week. 
On Tuesday, the 41-year-old ban on 
gold ownership by private citizens 
ends. Instead of heading for California 
or Alaska to strike it rich —as miners 
did in the last century —Americans 
will try to make their fortunes in com­ 
modity markets. The U.S. gold demand 
for 1975 has been estimated at between 
5 and 15 million ounces —$2.5 billion at 
current prices. 
It will be available from banks, de­ 
partment stores, jewelry stores, coin

price hits $200 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - Gold hit $200 
per ounce in limited trading in Paris 
today and edged toward the $200 mark 
in other European markets. The dollar 
fell cn most markets and hit a new 
alltime low in Zurich of 2.5125 francs. 
The Paris stock market brokers as­ 
sociation said the $200 figure was 
reached briefly at the first fixing of 
the day but only for the 26.4-pound 
gold bar. 
A spokesman for the association said 
the closing price per ounce for the 2.2- 
pound ingot — which he said formed 
the basis of most trading —was $199.19, 
a new record. 
Gold also hit $199 per ounce in pri­ 
vate trading in London and Zurich and 
was quoted officially at $197 dollars in 
both centers. 
London airport security officers said 
a river of gold is flowing through Lon­ 
don en route to public sale in the 
United Stales. 


Hills admits he's 


alcoholic, vows 


to end drinking 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rep. Wilbur 
Mitts, D-Ark., acknowledged today he 
is an alcoholic but said he will stop 
drinking entirely and will stay in the 
House of Representatives. 
Mills, who entered Bethesda Naval 
Hospital Dec. 3 for what was described 
as exhaustion, said in a statement re­ 
leased through the office of the Ways 
and Means Committee: 
"1 ask the understanding of the 
members of Congress about what my 
tragic experiences have been. I know 
that I am a well man as long as I do 
not drink and, by the grace of God and 
with competent medical advice, and 
the support of friends, I will remain 
well. 
“ In light of the above, It Is my inten­ 
tion to continue in the Congress of the 
United States.” 
Mills, who has already announced he 
«rill not seek the chairmanship of the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
which he headed for more than a de­ 
cade and a half, said he realizes now 
his behavior of the past several months 
was not that of '‘the Wilbur Mills who 
has spent 36 years in Congress.” 
Mills said be did not understand at 
that time what was happening to him. 
Now, he said, he thinks “the fatigue 
and pressure built up by years of dedi­ 
cated work” had a severe impact on 
him. 
Mills has been at Bethesda since two 
days after be appeared on the Boston 
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dealers and stock brokers. It will be 
sold in futures contracts, like so much 
wheat on the commodity market. It 
will be sold by swindlers —six groups 
of them cozened at least $20 million 
out of would-be silver speculators dur­ 
ing the last two months. 
As in the other gold rushes a few 
fortunes will be made —but there will 
be more losers than winners. 
The price of gold, like food and oil, 
has tripled in the past 18 months. It is 
now approaching $200 an ounce. Some 
financial experts say gold is about $70 
an ounce higher than its commercial 


value, and increasing prices are be­ 
cause speculators hope to profit from 
the entry of Americans into the mar­ 
ket. 
“The gold market bears all the fea­ 
tures of a classic pyramid sales 
scheme,” said Sen. William Proxmire, 
D-Wis. “The only way the price can be 
maintained is by roping in more suck­ 
ers.” 
Charles Stahl, a commodities expert, 
said most Americans entering the gold 
market will have “their pockets pick­ 
ed.” 
Willis W. Alexander, executive vice 


president of the American Bankers As­ 
sociation, said: “On the basis of prot­ 
racted discussions on gold within the 
ABA, we believe the strictest caution is 
in order for banks and individuals.” 
The reasons for these arguments: 
—Gold pays no interest. The only 
way one can make money is on resale, 
and experts say prices must go up 
more than 15 per cent a year. Each 
time gold is bought or sold there will 
be a commission of about 8 per cent 
and an assay fee of 1 or 2 per cent 
—Gold is hard to store. Only the fool­ 
hardy investor would keep gold in a 


closet or under the mattress. Most will 
have to pay a fee to store and insure 
it 
—Gold resales are awkward. Most 
investors will have to resell where it 
was bought originally. 
The Treasury will auction 2 million 
ounces of gold Friday — less than 1 
per cent of its holdings. Bidding will be 
keyed to the market price. The United 
States is speculating a little, since its 
gold reserves are valued at $42.22 per 
ounce and sales near world market 
prices would attract billions of dollars.

VAIL, Colo. (UPI) — President Ford 
will drop the controversial income tax 
surcharge from his new economic 
proposals to put more stress on reco­ 
vering from recession and less on 
fighting inflation, according to admin­ 
istration sources. 
They said Ford may even propose a 
tax cut to help revitalize the economy 
when he sends Congress his new set of 
economic recovery recommendations 
in January. 
At his Rocky Mountain holiday ret­ 
reat, Ford has been dividing his time 
between skiing and long strategy ses­ 
sions with advisers on the economy 
and the need for energy conservation. 
When he announced his original 31- 
point program 
to 
“Whip 
Inflation 
Now” in October, Ford came out 
strongly in favor of a 5 per cent surtax 
on family incomes of $15,000 and more 
as a means of siphoning off buying po­ 
wer and raising revenue. He called the 
surtax a major weapon against infla­ 
tion, which he described repeatedly as 
“public enemy no. 1” and a greater 
threat than recession. 
The surtax proposal got nowhere In 
the last Congress and neither did most 
of the other 31 original points. 
White House press secretary Ranald 
Nessen acknowledged the President 
was scrapping parts of that program 
because he finds “the economic situa­ 
tion has changed.” 
Although White House officials have 


been billing the measures Ford will 
submit to Congress as “tough and 
hard,” the President was not expected 
to seek wage and price controls.

Jury gets Watergate case 
with 42 pages of instruction 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. Dis­ 
trict Judge John J. Sirica today sent 
the Watergate coverup case of five of 
former President Richard M. Nixon’s 
associates to the jury for deliberation. 
In an impassioned conclusion to 42 
pages of highly technical instructions, 
Sirica told the jurors that the Ameri­ 
can people as well as the five defen­ 
dants are entitled to a “fair and im­ 
partial trial.” 
“They (the defendants) are entitled 
to the same fair and impartial trial 
that you would expect,” Sirica said. 
“On the other hand, the government of 
the United States, that is, the people of 
our society, also are entitled to the 
same fair and impartial determina­ 
tion.” 
Sirica also warned the jurors in his 
charge that they should forget the par­ 
don of Nixon (hiring their deliberations. 
Before Sirica gaye the case to the 


jury, he released the five alternate ju­ 
rors from service. He urged them not 
to discuss the case with family, friends 
or others —“no exceptions.” 
The 17 jurors and alternates —in­ 
cluding 14 women and three men 
—have been sequestered since Oct. 11. 
Sirica told the jury that the case had 
not been tried “for revenge or any oth­ 
er such purpose.” He urged the jury to 
use “your good common sense” in ar­ 
riving at an objective and fair verdict 
“fearlessly, calmly, dispassionately.” 
“Your duty is to ascertain what the 
truth is regarding these issues,” Sirica 
said. “Each and everyone of us has a 
solemn duty to perform, to see that 
justice prevails —for the defendants 
and tor the government.”

The CIA spokesman would not com* 
merit on the multitude of public reports 
and rumors circulating since Dec. 21 
when a New York Times story said 
that the CIA in violation of its charter 
had “conducted a massive illegal do­ 
mestic intelligence operation (hiring 
the Nixon administration against the 
antiwar movesneot and other dissident 
groups. ’ 


The story expanded the time frame 
to the I960t> and other newspapers and 
magazines went further to include a 
host ol other alleged activities extend­ 
ing to recent times. 
Sen. William Proxmire, I>Wis., said 
he wanted a Watergate-type special 
prosecutor to investigate the reports. 
In an interview Sunday on ABC’s “ Is­ 
sues and Answers,” Proxmire said he 
had confirmed the reports of domestic 
spying. 
“We must act to establish an inde­ 
pendent special prosecutor with su b ­ 
poena powers who will prosecute every 
illegal action by CIA agents, past or 
present,” Proxmire said.

WASHINGTON ( U P I ) - 
Two energy experts in Con­ 
gress say President Ford’s 
c a l l 
f o r voluntary con­ 
servation has failed and urge 
adoption of mandatory meas­ 
ures —including gasoline ra­ 
tioning —to solve the nation’s 
energy difficulties. 


“There are no quick solu­ 
tions to our energy prob- 
l e m s , ” said Rep. Mike 
McCormack, D-Wash. ‘ ‘ T h e 
only options we have are to 
conserve.” 
R e p . Henry S. Ruess, 
D-Wis., who heads a House 
s u b c o m m i t t e e on Con­ 


servation and Natural 
Re­ 
sources, said voluntary efforts 
to decrease consumption were 
not strong enough because 
“the good guys do the saving 
and those who don’t care use 
up the energy.” 
The two Congressmen were 
interviewed on “NBC - T V ’ s 


“Meet the Press.” 
Both lawmakers agreed a 
mandatory conservation pro­ 
gram, including rationing of 
gasoline, was needed. 
“I believe that we must em­ 
bark on some sort of ration­ 
ing program whereby luxury 
automobile driving is drasti­ 


cally cut down and ... gaso­ 
line guzzling automobiles are 
phased down and ultimately 
out,” Ruess said. 
“Unless we take conserva­ 
tion steps now, in the period be­ 
fore we can bring in additional 
new sources of energy, we’re 
going to mortgage ourselves to 


the Arab states in a way un­ 
paralleled since the Barbary 
Pirates leveled tribute on the 
United States 150 years ago. 
Rationing “is the only thing 
that will work,” said McCor­ 
mack, who heads an energy 
subcommittee of the House 
Science Committee. 


Ford said in an interview 
that public cooperation “has 
not achieved all we feel is 
necessary. So there will be 
stronger measures.”

Brezhnev cancels Mideastern tour

The Soviet Union announced today 
that Communist party General Secret­ 
ary Leonid I. Brezhnev has postponed 
indefinitely his scheduled January visit 
to Egypt, Syria and Iraq. Arab sources 
said cancellation of the visit followed 
Egyptian refusal to permit Soviet mi­ 
litary advisers to return to Egypt. 
The Soviet announcement was made 
by the Tass news agency and was 
broadcast by Moscow Radio, ending a 


six-day Russian news blackout on 
Brezhnev’s plans to visit the Middle 
East. The Russians had reported on 
the current Moscow visit of Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmi and 
new War Minister Mohamed Gamas- 
sy. 
Tass said a new date for Brezhnev’s 
Middle East visit would be announced 
later. The Soviet announcement con­ 
firmed reports by Arab news agencies 
of the postponement but gave no rea- 
s o n .

stressed that the talks between the vis­ 
iting Egyptians and the Kremlin had 
been friendly. 
Diplomatic reports in London and 
Beirut said Brezhnev was prepared to 
replace the arms Egypt lost in the 1973

missiles if Egypt would permit the re­ 
turn of Russian military advisers ex­

Pakistan earthquake toll jumps to 4,000 


RAWALPINDI, Pakistan (UPI) — 
More than 4,000 persons were killed 
and 15,000 others injured when an 
earthquake rumbled through mountain 
villages late Saturday in the northwest 
comer of Pakistan, government offi­ 
cials said here today. 
The officials said the hardest hit 
area was centered around Patau, a 
mountain village 109 miles west of 
here. In all, the quake tore through 


eight villages, destroying life and prop­ 
erty. 
A massive relief operation launched 
under the personal direction of Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhuto continued 
today, but most land routes to the stri­ 
cken area were blocked by debris and 
rocks tom up by the earthquake. 
Army helicopters flew doctors, medi­ 
cine, food and tents to northwestern 
Pakistan today to aid survivors of a 


weekend earthquake that took hun­ 
dreds of lives. 
Rescue and Relief work was being 
carried out by civilian and military 
agencies, largely by airplanes and heli­ 
copters.

NEW YORK (UP!) — Members of 
the Mitrione family gathered after 
Mama’s funeral for dinner. They got 
together again Christmas Eve and 
Christmas Day, dined in sadness and 
spoke of better days. 
Mrs. Maris Mitrione, 59, had died 
Dec. 22. An autopsy pinpointed the 
cause of death as botulism. 
On Dec. 26, Mrs. Mitrione’s daughter 
in law, also named Maria, became ill 
and was admitted to Jacobi Hospital in 
critical condition. 
The young mother died of apparent 
botulism Sunday one week after her 


mother-in-law 
succumbed. 
Officials 
said they probably ate tainted mush­ 
rooms from a mixture canned by the 
elder woman. 
A dozen relatives have also been hos­ 
pitalized after eating portions of the 
same food. 
Officials at Jacobi Hospital say Mrs. 
Maria Mitrione, 27, died from cardio­ 
respiratory complications caused by 
poisoning. 
According to officials, the elder Mrs. 
Mitrione prepared the Italian-style eg­ 
gplant and mushroom mixture a few 
days before she died. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Police today

Vanderbilt, 
America’s First Lady of Etiquette, was 
an accident or suicide. 
Dr. Yung Rho, the city’s deputy chief 
medical examiner, said her death oc­ 
curred “strictly as a result of the fall” 
from a second-story window in her 
Manhattan East Side apartment Fri­ 
day, and that she could have fallen ac­ 
cidentally because of dizziness brought 
on by hypertension. 
The report did not rule on whether 
Miss Vanderbilt jumped or fell. 


IRA protest 
DUBLIN (UPI) — The rebel priso­ 
ners dropped their sticks, bottles and 
stones without a fight, but sang out 
songs as they marched unbowed to 
their cells. 
The inmates ended a five-hour upris­ 
ing at Ireland’s top security prison 
Sunday night, releasing 16 captive 
guards when more than 100 riot police 
stormed a barricaded cellblock. 
Police said the 140 rebels — all 
members of the extremist Provisional 
wing of the Irish Republican Army 
—went on a rampage to press for im­ 
proved conditions at Portlaoise Prison, 
50 miles south of Dublin. 
Authorities said nobody was hurt hi 
the brief prison uprising, but the rebel 
inmates extensively damaged one of 
the jail’s wings. 
Police said the prisoners began the 
rebellion during the afternoon, smash­ 
ing furniture, ripping down lighting fix­ 
tures and breaking doors to barricade 
their cellblock. 
The unarmed prisoners overpowered 
the 16 guards in the cellblock, but did 
not try to escape. 


Viet tragedy 
SAIGON (UPI) - A ferry carrying 
Mekong Delta villagers through a can­ 
al hit a huge mine, killing 22 civilians 
and wounding 22 others, the Saigon mi­ 
litary command reported today. 
The military command said the ferry 
exploded after striking the mine along 


a major inland waterway in Kien 
Tuong Province 52 miles west of Sai­ 
gon. 
A spokesman said the blast took 
place Saturday afternoon, but the re­ 
port didn’t reach Saigon until today. 
The Saigon government blamed the 
Communists for the mining, one of the 
year’s worst civilian war incidents. A 
spokesman said all the victims were 
civilians 


Oil power 


PARIS (UPI) — Shah Mohammad 
Reza Pahlavi says Iran could become 
a major world power in 25 years, 
wielding the same economic strength 
as the United States or the Soviet 
Union. 
“In 10 or 12 years Iran should be on 
the same level as the current Euro­ 
pean powers,” the shah said told cor­ 
respondents of the weekly Paris news 
magazine Le Point. 
He said Iran could arrive in 25 years 
“at an even more complete blooming, 
with an agriculture and an industry 
reaching the maximal level, compa­ 
rable to that of the world’s most ad­ 
vanced countries.” 
The shah, speaking in his Palais de 
Niavaian residence in Tehran, said, 
however, he does not want to destroy 
the West in the process of increasing 
Iran’s power. 
“How can I wish the destruction of 
the Western world?” he said. “I belong 
to the world, regardless. That is why I 
help it as much as I can.” 


Laos rebels 


VIENTIANE (UPI) - Fortjthree 
Americans and others were airlifted 
from an embattled town in Laos today 
under an agreement between the coali­ 
tion government and former CIA-spon­ 
sored guerrilla troops who seized the 
town six days ago. 


The evacuees arrived In Vientiane 
aboard American aircraft after cross­ 
ing the Mekong River into Thailand 
from the provincial capital of Ban 
Houei Sai in northern Laos in the 
opium-rich “golden triangle” area. 


The group included 20 America gov­ 
ernment employes and dependents, as 
well as various other foreigners and 
Laotian employes. 


“There is no law and order,” said 
J a c k 
Huxtable, 36, 
of 
Richfield 
Springs, N.Y., the head of U.S. Agency 
for International Development oper­ 
ations at Ban Houei Sai. “I am disap­ 
pointed that the military and civilian 
authorities were not able to control the 
situation.” 


Huxtable said that despite denials 
that Communist Pathet Lao troops 
helped students and rebel troops take 
over the town in violation of the Laos 
c e a s e f i r e agreement, Communist 
troops were part of the invasion force. 
“I’ve been in Laos for 10 years,” 
said Huxtable. “I speak the language 
and I know their weapons and equip­ 
ment. I saw them with my own eyes.”

NEW YORK (UPI) - Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon’s resignation 
from the United States presi­ 
dency was the almost unani­ 
mous choice as the top story

be needed after the turn of 
the century.

serves, Weinberg said, Ameri­ 
cans »111 have to rely heavily 
an producing synthetic oil and 
gas from coal, and squeezing 
oil from shale.

“ People tend to think of 
okra like string beans, seme 
thing to eat in the irranataure 
g»een pod stage,” said Spiros 
M. Constantinides, professor 
of food and nutrition. “ But it 
the pods are allowed to ripen, 
there are big seeds which can 
be dried, pressed for oil and 
ground into flour.” 
He said the mature seed erf 
the okra plant is superior in 
nourishment to most other 
frequently eaten seeds. 
Constantinides said animals 
fed okra flour showed an ex­ 
cellent pattern of growth in 
recent experiments. He said 
the the food was efficient, 
that It could replace soybeans 
in animal feed and as a pro­ 


tein supplement In food pro­ 
ducts such as noodle, soups 
and dry mixes. 
Okra, a kind of hibiscus 
closely related tc cotton, is 
grown in large amounts in the 
southern United States. Us 
pods range from four inches 
to a foot in length and are 
generally cooked and canned 
when young and tender. 
Constant irrides and graduate 
student Pavols A. Karakolt- 
sidis were among the first to 
study okra seed as a food and 
discussed their findings at a 
recent International Congress 
of Food Science and Tech­ 
nology in Madrid. 
“ Okra grows in a semi arid 
climate which is found in 
many parts of the world in­ 
cluding most of the devel­ 
oping nations,” Constantinides 
said. “Tne yield per acre is 
as 
good 
as 
soybeans, 
it 
doesn’t demand as much fer­ 
tiliser and two crops can be 
grown every year.”

T. Sommers, the board’s chief 
economist. 
Industrialist Henry Ford TI 
urged a 10 per cent tax cut in 
1975, a new Reconstruction 
Finance Corp. to help capi­ 
tal starved companies and 
banks, and a boost in either 
the gasoline tax or the excise 
tax on petroleum.

“ Washington 
must 
take 
steps that will persuade the 
people that the nation still 
has control of its fate and is 
not drifting helplessly into 
deeper and deeper trouble.” 
He said. 
Economist Nathan says the 
President might be acting too 
late. “ Anything he does now 
or in January or February 
will have little impact before 
May or June," he said. 
Nathan also saw ominous 
inflationary overtones in the 
recent pattern of new wage 
contracts, reflecting workers’ 
efforts to catch up with the 
soaring cost of living. 
Between July and Septem­ 
ber, new three-year contracts 
contained average first-year 
increases of 11.1 per cent in 
wages and fringe benefits, 
double the rise of a year ago. 
This means “ you’ve got a 
spiral going,” Nathan said, 
with employers raising prices 
higher and higher to cover 
new wage costs. 
Heller says Ford and his 
advisers “ are living in a 
dream world...now’s the time 
we can pump some stimulus 
into the economy without hav­ 
ing more than a miniscule ef­ 
fect on inflation.” 
If Ford decides on a tax cut 
and a boost in public service 
jobs and Congress approves 
them quickly, Heller believes 
the economic slump could 
bottom out in the July-Sep­ 
tember quarter, but any delay 
could prolong the upswing un­ 
til the end of 1975.

in Mideast inevitable'

Mideast leaders on both sides 
agree that renewed fighting 
between Arabs and Israelis 
may come within six months 
if there is no progress in 
settling conflicting claims to 
the Biblical land of Palestine. 
Little more than a year af­ 
ter their last battle, armies 
are ready on the ceasefire 
lines with new 
Soviet and 
American weapons that, will 
make the next war bloodier 
than ever. Military experts 
believe that Israel and Syria 
now have military capabilities 
©ne-third greater than before. 
The success or failure of 
great 
diplomatic 
exertions, 
mainly by Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger, is not 
only crucial for peace in the 
Middle E ast but also for the 
economic future of many na­ 
tions dependent on Arab oil 
supplies. Kissinger has tried 
to establish a 
process 
of 
peace-making in which both 
s i d e s make gradual con­ 
cessions that are impossible 
to achieve in one-shot negotia­ 
tions on an overall settle­ 
ment. 
In the process Israeli and 
Arab officials have met, in 
Geneva, across a negotiating 
table for the first time since 
1949, and agreed to separate 
their forces in the Sinai and 
Golan Heights. While these 
diplomatic 
successes 
have 
kept the cease-fire lines quiet 
for 13 months, they have not 
removed the basic causes of 
the Arab-Israeli dispute. 
In the Arab view, the cause 
of the dispute is Israel’s con­ 
tinued 
occupation 
of 
Arab 
lands taken by force. From 
Israel's viewpoint, it i s the 
Arabs' refusal to recognize 
the Jewish state as a fixture 
in the Middle East entitled to 
secure and defensible 
bor­ 
ders. 
Many Arabs and Israelis 
say Kissinger’s chances are 
siim for negotiating a lasting 
peace. Some say he has no 
chance at all and that another 
war is inevitable. 
In any case, both Arab and 
Israeli leaders say 
Israel’s 
best 
chance 
of 
achieving 
progress toward peace is with 
Egypt. War is most likely to 
begin on the Golan Heights 
front where Israel and Syria 
are less willin'? to make terri­ 
torial compromises. 
Israel mobilized army re­ 
serves last November and put 
Golan Heights forces on full 
alert 
because 
of 
military 
command 
sufnicions 
about 
Syrian intentions. 
Within two davs. the war 
scare passed and the follow­ 


ing week Syria renewed the 
mandate allowing U.N. peace­ 
keeping troops to police for 
another six months the Golan 
Heights lines. 
“The circle of hostility is 
widening,” said an Israeli mi­ 
litary commentator, Am non 
Rubenstein. 
“Weapons 
are 
growing in quantity and qual­ 
ity. The speed of military re­ 
habilitation is dizzying. As a 
result, we may expect a chain 
of wars at increasingly short­ 
er intervals, with the power 
of 
destruction 
growing 
in 
frightening proportions.” 
Kissinger’s 
original 
plan 
called for Israel to negotiate 
with Egypt, Syria and Jordan 
over the return of lands it 
captured in the 1967 war. Is­ 
rael . was to gradually with­ 
draw from the Sinai, part of 
the Golan Heights and parts 
of the occupied West Bank of 
the Jordan River. Israel was 
to receive Arab assurances of 
peaceful existence behind re­ 
cognized borders. 
But the scheme was side­ 
tracked in October by the 
Arab heads of state meeting 
at 
Rabat. 
Morocco. 
They 
voted 
to 
recognize 
Yasser 
Arafat’s Palestine Liberation 
Organization as sole repre­ 
sentative of the Palestinian 
people and gave it exclusive 
right to establish a Palesri- 
nian state on any land given 
up by Israel on the West 
Bank or the Gaza Strip. 
The 
Rabat 
decisions 
re­ 
moved Jordan’s King Hussein 
from the negotiating arena, at 
least for the time being, and 
resulted in a stalemate over 
the West Bank because Israel 
refuses to deal with the PLO, 
which Israelis call a bunch of 
murderers 
There weeks later, at U.N. 
invitation. 
Arafat called in 
the General Assembly for a 
secular Palestinian state that 
would include land that is Is­ 
rael. His presence confirmed 
in Israeli minds their long- 
held belief that 
the 
Arab 
guerrilla 
movement 
would 
settle for nothing less than 
the destruction of the Jewish 
state. 
Arafat’s U.N. 
appearance 
and the subsequent General 
Assembly resolution granting 
the PLO observer status gave 
the 
Palestinians 
something 
they had not had in 27 years 
—a leader recognized by most 
of the workl. Israel remained 
firm in the position that nego­ 
tiations over the West Bank 
can go forward only with Jor­ 
dan or an entity made up of 
West Bank notables. 
Anxious to renew the mo­ 
mentum toward peace in the 
wake of the Rabat decisions, 


Happy days again 


for gold refiners 


Kissinger visited the region 
for the eighth time in a year 
early in November to see 
what could be salvaged. 
After meeting with Rabin, 
Egyptian 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat and Syrian President 
Hafez Assad, Kissinger said 
he was encouraged to perse­ 
vere. Arab commentators be­ 
lieve that a second-stage mi­ 
litary disengagement 
might 
come between Israel and Eg­ 
ypt and possibly even Syria. 
But they look to a resumption 
of the Geneva conference as 
the only hope for an overall 
settlement. 
This also is the view being 
pressed strongly by the Soviet 
Union, cosponsor along with 
the United States of the Ge­ 
neva conference. 
The Arabs are relying on 
the resumption of the Geneva 
c o n f e r e n c e because they 
would be able to line up a so­ 
lid bloc of demands that Is­ 
rael comply with U.N. resolu­ 
tion 242 of 1967 which, in the 
Arab view, calls for total Is­ 
raeli 
withdrawal 
from 
all 
Arab land it captured in 1967. 
For these reasons, Rabin 
says that resumption of the 
Geneva conference would ruin 
all chances for a negotiated 
political 
settlement 
in 
the 
Middle East and open the 
way for another war. 
Whether or not the Geneva 
conference is reopened. Arab 
and Israeli sources say they 
expect the first half of next 
year to be devoted to peace 
negotiations. Should these ne­ 
gotiations 
fail 
to 
achieve 
progress, the sources say, a 
war could erupt at any mo­ 
ment in the latter half of the 
year, 
A war could result in ano­ 
ther Arab oil embargo like 
the one imposed in 1973. It 
also could draw the United 
States and Soviet Union into 
direct confrontation. 
Underscoring this 
tension 
over oil, the United States has 
sent an aircraft carrier and 
two missile-carrying destro­ 
yers into the Persian Gulf in 
what the Pentagon called a 
•‘familiarization” cruise.

Arab leaders have repeated­ 
ly voiced fears that I s r a e l 
might occupy southern Leba­ 
non in an attempt to put a 
final end 
to the 
guerrilla 
problem. If it did, yet another 
knot would be added to the 
complex tangle that faces the 
peace negotiators.

Dec. 31, for precious metals 
refiners it should be “happy 
days are here again.” 
The gold business has been 
bad this year for companies 
l i k e Engelhard 
Industries, 
H a n d y & 
Harman, 
Con­ 
solidated Refining, and Stem- 
dent. Their customers, the 
jewelers, the demists and in­ 
dustrial users of gold, 
cut 
their purchases by more than 
25 per cent as the free mar­ 
ket price of gold -soared to an 
average of 1159 an ounce. 
But after New Year’s day 
the American public, which 
has been forbidden to own 
monetary gold or gold ingot 
for investment for 40 yearn, is 
expected to buy several mil­ 
lion ounces. The U.S. Treas­ 
ury alone expects to sell 2 
million ounces ci gold to the 
public. 
If Ameicans buy gold at the 
rate the Japanese and Cana­ 
dians did in 1973, their pur­ 
chase'. could run from 2.5 
million to 3,5 million ounces 
next year— between $500 mil» 
Bon ami $1 billion. 
Rudy Ranau, executive vice 
president of Consolidated Re* 
f i n i n g Co , 
Mamaroneck. 
N Y said nearly ail the gold 
sold to the public would have 
to go through the hands of the 
refiners 
to be 
reprocessed 
Into marketable sizes and 99.9 
per 
cent 
standard 
purity. 
Even the two million ounces 
of gold the Treasury plans to 
sell is not of standard purity. 
It averages 99.5 per cent and 
it will be sold in kgs only 
fairly 
large 
investors 
can 
buy. If they want to resell it 
to the public, 
much oi it 
would have to be re-refined. 


Nobody really knows wnat 
will happen to the price of 
gold in 1975. The free market 
price in Europe has soared to 
record levels above $190 an 
ounce as the New 
Year’s 
deadline in the United Slates 
approached. Hanau said it is 
unlikely the price will drop 
enough to stop the jewelers, 
dentists, and industrial users 
from searching lor cheaper 
metals to substitute so that 
market will not grow much in 
1975 and may even decline. 
But Hanau beiives enough 
Americans will be eager to 
own gold to keep the refiners 
extremely busy lor quite a 
spell- He sees a three-tier 
public market for gold in the 
United States. 
He expects the development 
of a gift market fo r small wa­ 
ters—a quarter to one ounce, 
to be sold through department 
stores or jewelry shops with a 
markup in line with tradition­ 
al retail markups.

WASHINGTON — California’s more 
than 2.8 million licensed fishermen and 
hunters will benefit, because of the 
s p o r t s m e n equipment they have 
bought, from the $3.1 million m federal

McDermott said a second gift is 
being encouraged by the Christmas 
Seal agency. 


aid funds for fish and wildlife restora­ 
tion and hunter safety programs in the 
state. 
The funds, which are part of the 
$70.3 million Federal Aid to Fish and 
Wildlife Restoration Program for use 
in fiscal 1975, are being apportioned for 
distribution to the 50 states, Puerto 
Rico, American Samoa, Guam, and the 
Virgin Islands by the Department of 
Interior, 
California, which has 2,199,190 li­ 
censed fishermen and 641,319 licensed 
hunters, 
will 
receive $3,150,510 
in 
funds. A total of $2,171,510 is for wil­ 
dlife restoration, $136,500 is for hunter 
safety programs, and $842,500 is for 
fish restoration, according to Interior’s 
Fish and Wildlife Service figures. 
The funds are raised through excise 
tax receipts collected on hunting and 
fishing equipment nationwide, accord­ 
ing to Marsha Mulligan of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 
“The government puts a tax on 
people who will receive benefits from 
the (fish and wildlife) programs," she 
said. 
According to Mulligan, the nation­ 
wide program breaks-down as follows: 
Wildlife restoration funds are raised 
with money from an 11 per cent excise 
tax on sporting arms and ammunition 
ami a 10 per cent tax on pistoL and 
revolvers and are distributed based on 
the number of hunting license holders 
in each state. They are used on state 
approved wildlife projects such as the 
acquisition, development, and manage­ 
ment of habitat for game species. 


Distribution of hunter safety funds is 
based on a state's general population. 
They are used for state hunter edcua- 
tion programs such as the operation of 
public target programs. Funds tor this 
program may also be used for wildlife 
restoration projects. 
Fish restoration funds are raised 
from a 10 per cent excise tax on fish­ 
ing equipment and are distributed ac­ 
cording to the number of fishing li­ 
cense holders in each state plus the 
area of each state. With these funds, 
states purchase, rehabilitate and main­ 
tain lakes ami lake facilities for fisher­ 
men and perform research to aid in 
the management of sport fisheries. 
The wildlife restoration and hunter 
safety programs fall under the Pit- 
tman-Robertson act of 1937, while the 
Fish restoration programs are granted 
under funds from the 1950 Dingei-John- 
sort Act.

Opening 1975 
with an election 


The last special election in Pomona, to fill a seat 
on the city council, brought out about 17 per cent of 
the qualified voters. A shabby showing on the pari 
of voters but about par for this type of election. 
We can anticipate a similar voter performance on 
Jan. 7 when Pomonans and other voters throughout 
the Ml. San Antonio College District, totaling some 
200,000 persons, have the opportunity to participate 
in a special election to fill a vacancy on the col- 
lege’s governing board. 
When veteran board member Lance Smith died a 
few months ago the remaining board members 
sought to appoint a successor but the appointment 
was challenged by citizens and as a result we have 
a special election that will cost the taxpayers $33.- 
000. We had the same thing happen last month in 
the selection of a successor to Roy O. Day on the 
Pomona School Board, although the cost to the tax­ 
payer was 
less 
because the election 
was con­ 
solidated with the general election. 
In the Jan. 7 election there are no fewer than 13 
challengers and the ludicrous part is that the winner 
only gets to serve 10 weeks on the board unless, of 
course, he is re-elected in the regular board election 
that comes up in March. In that election three 
board members will be elected so we can expert 
many of the also-rans to be back for the main 
event. 
In the Pomona Valley area, never have so many 
sought a school trustee seat that pays nothing, at 
least at this time, and historically has few rewards, 
except the personal satisfaction of public service. 
Throughout its nearly 30 years of existence, Mt. 
Sac has been blessed with good administration, 
dedicated trustees, excellent faculty, and the finest 
of facilities. 
The college has been fiscally sound, thanks to the 
wide tax base provided by 16 communities, and a 
pay-as-you-go construction program. Devoid of polit­ 
ics, the college has enjoyed a reputation for many 
years as one of the finest junior colleges In Califor­ 
nia. We hope it will remain that way. 
Until recent yean school board elections were 
free of the political arena. The picture has changed 
however, as the result of, first militant students, 
then militant teachers, and now taxpayers reluctant 
to increase their property taxes for public educa­ 
tion. 
Of the 13 candidates for the Mt. Sac vacancy, a 
number of 
them 
represent 
special 
interests or 
groups and we hope that the voters will be dis­ 
cretionary in their selection of the person who has 
the most to contribute to the board and the least to 
receive from service on it. The Progress-Bullctin s 
recommendation for this election will be published 
on the Sunday preceding the election.

U.S. nearly pushed into nuclear war

The military brass plotted, according 
to the documents, to test their new tac­ 
tical nuclear weapons in com bat. The 
opportunity 
cam e 
in 
1958 
during

crisis over two tiny, Natiorialist-held is­ 
lands, Quemoy and Matsu, which the 
Communists threatened to seize. 
The generals deliberately deceived 
the White House, which was misled, 
therefore, 
into 
tentatively 
approving 
the use ot nuclear weapons to defend 
the islands. In other words, the United 
States was ready to fight a nuclear 
war 16 years ago over two insignificant 
islands, which today draw 
no more 
than a shrug from our polk v-m akers. 
The story of the Pentagon’s decep­ 
tion, of course, has been swept under 
the top secret stamp. But in 1967. the 
shocking details were summarized in a 
secret Rand study by' Morton Halpern, 
who later was to become a top White 
House security adviser. 
While 
Daniel 
Ellsberg 
was 
with 
Rand, he had official access to the 
Halpern report and later made a copy 
of it in hopes he could someday testify 
about it to Congress. Halpern. who had 
classified the two-inch thick document 
tn the first plate, has now sought un­ 
successfully to declassify it, but had no 
idea Ellsberg had a copy. 
A tew weeks ago, sneak thieves broke 
into Ellsberg's home and hauled off 
some valuable-., including his private 
papers. 
Among 
them 
was 
a 
secret 
photo copy'. Police recovered the pa 
pers, 
which 
the Justice 
Department 
then sought to obtain. 
But 
Ellsberg 
successfully arranged for Congress to 
get custody. 
The explosive Rand report gives a

chilling account of the Quemoy-Matsu 
crisis. Here are the highlights: 
T he two offshore islands cam e under 
intensive Communist artillery attack in 
1958. The 
United States, which was 
sworn to help Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek defend the islands, assumed 
the Communists were softening them 
up for an imminent invasion. 
This led to some urgent contingency 
planning 
in 
the 
Pentagon 
and 
the 
White House. The military brass, ac­ 
cording to the report wanted to use 
tactical 
nuclear weapons to destroy 
China’s underground munitions dumps 
and gun emplacements. 
The Pentagon, therefore, falsely in 
formed the White House that the avail­ 
able Air Force planes had no bomb 
racks that could accom m odate high-ex­ 
plosive conventional 
bombs 
powerful 
enough to knock out the underground 
installations. It would take “ nukes,” 
the Pentagon insisted, to do the job. 
A copy of this false Pentagon mes­ 
sage reached a top comm ander in the 
Pacific, who was also eager to test 
tactical nuclear weapons against the 
Chinese mainland but who was too hon 
est to mislead the White House. 
By 
secret 
“ back 
channel” 
cable, 
privy only to the top brass. 1» in­ 
formed them that 
they were wrong 
about the bomb racks. There were ade­ 
quate racks, he reminded the Penta­ 
gon, to handle the most powerful con 
ventional bombs. 
I he Pentagon fired back a hot order 
to the honest com m ander to “ shut up,” 
according to the Rand report, and the 
deception ot the White House contin­ 
ued 
Impressed by this and other lalse tn 
tormation from the 
Pentagon, Presi 
dent Eisenhower. Secretary 
of 
State 
John Foster Dulles and their advisers 
went ahead with tentative plans to use 
nuclear 
weapons 
against 
Communist 


China, 
Wisely. Eisenhower kept in his own 


hands the final decision when the nucl­ 
ear button was to be pushed. Mean­ 
while .the Quemoy-Matsu crisis happily 
simmered down. 
While the Pentagon maneuvered the 
nation to the brink of nuclear war, the 
American people were kept in blissful 
ignorance of the danger. One of the 
most 
compelling 
comments 
on 
this 
secrecy was made by Christian Herter, 
the thoughtful, decent man who played 
a subordinate role in the 1958 crisis be­ 
fore succeeding Dulles as secretary of 
state the following year. 
Those who lived through the Que­ 
moy-Matsu developments, he once re­ 
counted, were acutely aw are that they 
were hi the midst of Am erica’s first 
nuclear crisis since the decision 
to 
bomb Hiroshima and Nagasaki. Y et to 
this day, the Am erican people haven’t 
been told how close they cam e to nucl­ 
ear w ar. 
Footnote: 
The 
deception 
described 
in the Rand report has been all too 
typical of the m ilitary brass. They con­ 
tinue to use “back channel" commu­ 
nications to exchange m essages that 
they don’t want their civilian superiors 
to see. 
In the 1950s. the admirals ordered 
the Marine receptionist in Navy Secret­ 
ary Francis Matthews’ office to slip 
them a complete list of people who cal­ 
led upon the secretary and the exact 
number of minutes they remained. 
More recently, the Joint Chiefs u*ed 
the sam e system to spv on Henry Kis 
singer. A Navy' yeoman actually rifled 
through bum bags and pilfered papers 
from 
Kissinger’s 
briefcase 
for 
the 
brass. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
investigation 
ot 
this incident, was entrusted to Senate 
A r m e d 
Services 
Chairman 
John 
Stennis, D-Miss., an apologist for the 
Pentagon, who ignored evidence impli­ 
cating Adm. Thomas H. Moorer and let 
the form er Joim Chiefs chairman off 
the hook.

Will Rocky fall 
into Veep trap? 


WASHINGTON — Nelson Rockefeller has moved 
into the Office of Vice President amid the usual 
fanfare concerning the President’s plans to make 
our new No. 2 man just that — in truth as well as 


title. 
Indeed, the White House press corps has written- 
this story many times in recent years, at the outset 
of the Eisenhower, Kennedy, Johnson and Nixon ad* 
ministrations. 
This Vice President, we’re told, is going to be 
different, playing a more central role in the admin­ 
istration’s decision-making process than did any of 
his predecessors. He’ll preside over the Nalional S e­ 
curity Council in the absence of the President and <•< 
be given an important voice in formulating domestic 
policy, in addition to several specific assignments in 
key' areas of the federal government. 
Promises, promises. In their turn, Nixon, Johnson, 
Humphrey and Agnew went into the vice-presidency 
with high hopes for making contributions com­ 
mensurate with their title, only to learn that the 
Presidents they served — more particularly, their 
Presidents’ staffs — had other ideas. 
Because Lyndon Johnson had been treated cava­ 
lierly by Kennedy’s staff the feeling was that he’d 
handle his own' Vice President differently. This 
Johnson did, with a vengeance. 
As Vice President, Hubert Humphrey was treated, 
to euphemize L B J’s more earthy description, like a 
fifth mammary' gland on a bovine. If JF K ’s White 
House had denigrated its Vice President with a cer­ 
tain callous contempt, Johnson can be said to have 
elevated the process to a conscious art-form in deal­ 
ing with his No. 2 man. 
Then came Nixon. Again, there was speculation 
that RMN’s ordeal as Eisenhower’s Vice President 
during the 1950s would redound to Spiro Agnew s 
benefit. Yet again, despite all those initial assur­ 
ances that the Vice President’s government expc 
rience - would be put to good use, Agnew, like his 
predecessors, was soon relegated to ceremonial lim­ 
bo. 
It turned out that Nixon was no more anxious than 
Eisenhower, Kennedy or Johnson to delegate his 
presidential powers to another political entity, no 
matter that the entity happened to be his handpicked 
choice. 
Oh, Agnew could be depended on — a.s was Nixon 
during the Eisenhower years — to take the point 
position regarding controversial issues on whose be­ 
half the President didn’t want to risk White House 
prestige. But when it came to substantive policy­ 
making, whatever power Nixon delegated went to 
his appointed alter egos, the Haldemans and Er- 
lichemans: men that is, with no constituencies oth­ 
er than the President himself. 
So what about Nelson Rockefeller s future as the 
man one heartbeat away? True, if anyone ever en­ 
tered the office under conditions that might permit 
him to escape the trap of vice-presidential impo­ 
tence, Rocky is the man. Nevertheless 
historical 
precedent is against even a political entity of his 
energy and resources evading the veeptrap. 
To be sure, it seems only logu*al that the man 
first in line of presidential succession should be in­ 
cluded among the inner circle of White House deci­ 
sionmakers. But politics, more often than not, defies 
logic — as witness the very process that brought the 
Ford-RockefeUer administration into being

Going into mail ordering 


business?—handle with care 


I am 74 and am trying to find something to do to occupy my 
time. 


In trying to work up a mail order business I contacted a 
company advertised as Unique Ideas in New York City. 
I sent the firm a money order for $63, which was supposed 
to pay for samples and other materials. In return I received a 
list of 480 names and addresses and about 500 sheets of paper 
on which were pictures and descriptions of mink fur made into 
earrings, necklaces, pocketbooks, bow ties and bracelets. 
My name and address was printed in a little oblong square 
of this sheet oi paper which served as the order form. 
After mailing cut 480 of these sheets with a cost of 10 cents 
postage for each, I received 88 returns. 
Some had no address or for seme other reason couldn’t be 
filled but 1 finally received a check along with an order for 
$47.90 in goods. 
I immediately ordered the items to be sent to me C.O.D. so 
1 could fill this order. 
My letter was returned with a note on the back stating that 
the firm did not send articles C.O.D. and that payment must 
be included with the original order from my customer. 
I can’t help but wonder what is wrong and 
1 
therefore turn 
to Action Line for help and advice. 
I am holding the customer’s check and have no intentions of 
cashing it until. 1 have the goods to send to the customer. 
Just what would you advise? —J. H., Chino. 


You sent us a copy of the mailer you had been sending to 
prospective customers. 
It contained no mention of Unique Ideas. If an order was not 
filled, you would be blamed. 
We told you that you were 
right in refusing to surrender 
your customer’s check until arrival of the merchandise. 
We asked what you were supposed to be getting out of the 
transactions with Unique Ideas. You said that was what you 
had been trying to find wit. 
We asked Unique Ideas the same question. It was not an­ 
swered. 
Ernie Tucker, president of Administrative Offices at the ad­ 
dress you gave us for Unique Ideas, did send us a copy of a 
two-page letter to you declining to refund your $63 and men­ 
tioning a request-appitcation-pledge. 
This wras the «first time we had heard about anything re- 
aembling a contract. 
The letter said a copy of the signed legal agreement was 
enclosed but there was no enclosure with the letter we re­ 
ceived. 
We tried to reach you in person to request a copy. When this 
didn’t succeed we wrote you a letter. You never answered. 
At this point we can only suggest two resolutions for 1975: 
—Don’t sign anything without reading it carefully. 
—Be wary of suggested business ventures holding out hopes 
of quick and easy profit. 


Today I called the Minnesota Mutual Life Insurance Co. long 
distance to find out the status of my husband’s claim. 
The girl who answered said she couldn’t tell whether the 
claim has been accepted although my husband had been as­ 
signed a claim number. 
My husband was injured Oct. 19. The forms were held up by 
the doctor’s office until Nov. 22. On that date I sent them by 
certified mail to the insurance company. They were received 
five days later. 
I attached a note asking that the claim be processed as soon 
as possible and that I bo notified when we could receive bene­ 
fits. 
Our policy has a 36-day waiting period. Our 30 days were up 
on Nov. 19. —K. D., La Verne. 


Our inquiry sent Dec. 9 brought another chronology from 
Jon B. Meier, supervisor of group health and disability claims 
for the insurance company. 
He said the company received a notice of disability on Dec. 
3. approved the claim on Dec. 11 and sent your husband a 
check for $212.99 on Dec. 13. 
He said the check was for the period Nov. 17-Dec. 17. You 
»ay it should be for the period ending Nov. 17 and intend to 
take that matter up with Meier.

The “men in white” shows are all 
the rage these days, if you get enraged 
easily. Those tense figures in surgical 
smocks and white beanies, those rub­ 
ber-gloved hands sloshing about among 
the patient’s innards, that pulse-pound­ 
ing background music! 
Big eyes roli wildly above gauze 
masks: 
big bosoms heave 
beneath 
tight nurses’ uniforms. The pulse fal­ 
ters; the violins gallop. Gosh, it’s so 
real you can almost SMELL the iodo­ 
form and grease paint. 
Usually the drama’s least concern is 
for the big-player lying with his tum­ 
my bared to the klieg lights. The real

Patient questions hormone necessity 
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By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 46 and 
had my ovaries removed last year. I’m 
taking Permarin daily. 
My doctor is a firm believer tn hor­ 
mones, but i have some reservations 
about them. In your column you stated 
that a good examination is needed to 
find out whether or not hormones are 
needed. What sort of an examination? 
A pelvic examination would not reveal 
this, would it? 
I don’t believe my doctor gives any 
special thought to whether or not his 
patients need female hormones. He 
says they keep you young, prevent heart 
attacks, prevent dowagers hump and 
that there is no danger. 
I’ve read enough to know' that not all 
professional men hold this view. Also, I 
have heard personally of cases of can­ 
cer and then the person was taken off 
hormones, and cases of blood clots and 
the patient taken off hormones or their 
condition attributed to birth control 
pills. 
I would appreciate your view on the 
use of hormones and what constitutes a 
good examination. 
DEAR READERS—First, it is usual­ 
ly a good idea to provide hormone re­ 
placement when the ovaries are re-

moved at a fairly young age. Your 
doctor’s treatment of you in this re­ 
gard is the norm. 
During a pelvic examination if the; 
is a fairly advanced degree of hormone 
deficiency, drying and shrinking of the 
tissues can be seen. A few cells taken 
with a swab as done in a Pap test for 
cancer can also be stained and exam­ 
ined under the microscope. The color 
reaction to the stain gives information 
about how much hormone the body is 
producing. 
The urine can also be examined for 
the amount of hormone it contains. 
Your doctor may have done more than 
you think. Most patients make the mis­ 
take of thinking that all the doctor 
does is what they see. Actually he of­ 
ten does more work when you are not 
in his office than he does while you are 
there. All those tests have to be stu­ 
died and the total picture of informa­ 
tion evaluated. 
Female hormones do not cause can­ 
cer of the breast or cervix. There is 
some concern about how they are gi­ 
ven in relation to cancer of the lining 
of the womb (endometrial cancer). 
That is why cyclic bleeding is some­ 
times induced. The shedding of the lin­ 
ing of the uterus, as occurs m menst­ 


ruation, mav be helr.ful. 
Many doctors do believe that once 
cancer occur* ieinaie lurmohes may 
increase its growth and spread. But, 
that is much different than saying it 
causes cancer. 
Some women do have an increased 
tendency to have blood clots while tak­ 
ing female hormones 
or from 
in­ 
creased formation of hormones during 
pregnancy. Other women have clots 
form anyway without taking anything. 
So do men — think about President Nix­ 
on’s problem. When a woman has this 
problem with birth control pills or hor­ 
mones it can usually be managed by 
small doses of medicine used to pre­ 
vent blood 
clou, commonly 
called 
blood thinners. 
Really, your doctor is doing the right 
thing for you. Think of it as a replace­ 
ment therapy for what your body would 
have been doing anyway with normal 
ovaries.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - First the 
bad news: Scientists report that Freon 
gas used in spray cans and cooling

Super mistakes wreck Rams ' hopes 


Vikings take advantage of breaks 


BLOOMINGTON. Minn. (UPI) - It 
wasn’t exactly championship caliber 
football but the Minnesota Vikings are 
back in the Super Bowl for the second 
straight year and will probably be es­ 
tablished as favorites to win the Na­ 
tional Football League title on Jan. 12 
in New Orleans.

The Rams-Vikings game was filled 
with fumbles, 
interceptions, 
dropped 
balls and costly penalties and in the 
end, it was that 
old standby, Min­ 
nesota’s 
Purple Gang defense, 
that 
saved the day. 


The key came in the third period. 
Minnesota led 7-3 on Fran Tarkenton’s 
29-yard touchdown pass to Jim Lash in 
the second period and had the Rams 
pinned back at the 25. But Los Angeles 
quarterback 
James 
Harris 
escaped 
three defenders and hooked up on a 73- 
yard pass play with Harold Jackson to 
the Viking two. 


John Cappelletti drove to the one and 
then 
the 
complexion 
of 
the 
game 
changed. 


First guard Tom Mack jumped off­ 
side, drawing a five-yard penalty, and 
then Jackie Wallace and Wally Hilgen- 
berg combined for the biggest play of 
the season for the Vikings. 
Harris rolled to his right and threw 
toward Pat Curran but Wallace tipped 
the ball and Hilgenberg pulled it in for 
a touchback. Tarkenton then took the 
Vikings 80 yards and set up the deci­ 
sive one-yard touchdown by Dave Os­ 
born with a three-yard scramble that 
ended just inches short of Hie goal line. 
“The Rams’ defense was as good as 
we’ve played this season,” Tarkenton 
said. “ But our defense was a little bet­ 
ter. They made the big plays when

sive tackle Joe Greene, who had a 
large part in the victory over the Rai­ 
ders, "and now we know we are a 
damn good football team because we 
beat a damn good football team ’ 


Greene and linemates L.C. Green­ 
wood, Ernie Holmes and Dwight White 
combined to hold the Raiders to only 
29 rushing yards and
